NEW YORK (A P)—The Kenne­ 
dy adm inistration plans to hold r 
broad series of conferences with 
farm leaders on the pressing ag­ 
ricultural problem. 
P ierre Salinger, press secretary 
for President-elect Jo’ n F. Ken­ 
nedy, told a news conference to­ 
day that a meeting of farm lead­ 
ers 
and congressm en today 
on 
the farm issue was only the first 
of a series. 
This indicated today’s meeting 
in itself would bring no decision 
on 
what 
steps 
Kennedy 
might 
take to improve farm prices and 
income. 
The 
incoming 
chief 
executive 
summ oned heads of nine m ajor 
farm organizations to meet with 
him and Orville L. Freem an, his 
secretary of agriculture-designate 
at his newly established p re in a u ­ 
gural headquarters at the Carlyle 
Hotel. 
Kennedy had 
said during the 
cam paign that one of his first acts 
as president would be to seek im­ 
provem ents in farm prices and in­ 
com es. 
He has been quite mum about 
his farm policies since he won in 
an election that saw much of the 
M idwestern farm belt go against 
him .

He expects to hold a series of 
business conferences here today

to be secretary of state in the 
new adm inistration.

W’ednesday, 
Kennedy 
conferred 
for two hours with his secretary

defense-designate, 
Robert

M cNam ara. After t Kat session at 
the president 
elect’s hotel suite, 
M cN am ara 
said 
they 
discussed 
potential 
appointees for Defense 
D epartm ent positions, and plans 
for the Kennedy regim e’s m ilitary 
spending budget. 
In response to questions, McNa­ 
m ara said he and Kennedy dis 
cussed neither the Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration's severance cf diplo­ 
m atic relations with Cuba nor tne 
situation in Com munist-threatened 
Laos. Before the meeting Kennedy 
aides had left open the possibility 
of both of those m atters being on 
the agenda.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Robert

tach himself from politics when 
he takes his oath this month as 
the new attorney general. 
" I am in the m idst now of de 
taching myself from the political 
are n a,” Kennedy told a reporter 
He added that it’s not a simple 
task. 
Since 1952 Kennedy has man 
aged the political cam paigns that 
carried his brother, John F. Ken 
nedy, first into the Senate and then 
into the presidency. 
Both were described by friends 
as having decided that the attor 
ney generalship will require broth 
e r Robert’s undivided attention if 
he is to do the kind of job they 
both envision.

To Call New Chief 'Jack'

What name do American news­ 
paper editors prefer when they 
refer to President-elect John F. 
Kennedy in headlines? Kennedy, 
Jack or JPK ? 
The m ajority of papers, appar­ 
ently, are going along with his 
wishes—Kennedy or JFK , 
Only a few of the IOO new spa­ 
pers 
polled 
by 
The 
Associated 
Press indicated they will continue 
to use “ Jack .” 
The subject came up when a 
reporter asked what nam e Ken­ 
nedy himself prefers. 
Answered his press secretary, 
P ierre Salinger: “ He feels thai if 
he had a choice he would prefer 
just Kennedy, or that the initials 
JKK are all right too. If he had 
a choice he would be against the 
use of Jack. 
“ But 
he also 
feels 
that the 
choice is up to the new spapers.” 
Long nam es have long been the 
bane of the hard-pressed headline 
w riter 
who m ust 
fit them into 
skim py column space. 
Hence, such nam es as Eisen­ 
hower and Roosevelt becam e Ike 
and EDR. 
Of the newspapers queried by 
AP, 46 said they would use Ken­ 
nedy or JPK in headlines. Thirty- 
six said they would use President 
or Kennedy only. Some said they 
would continue to use Jack while 
others 
said they 
would use Jack 
only if 
the story 
w arranted it or 
it fitted in designated space. One 
paper said it would use John F 
and another John. 
“Jack is taboo,” said the Fort 
Lauderdale, (F la.) News. 
“ No Jack, no John, No JF K ,’ 
said 
the 
Philadelphia 
Inquirer, 
which prefers Kennedy. 
“ Im polite,’ said tile Indianapo­ 
lis News. 


But there were pro-Jack papers, 
too. 
Tulsa Tribune — Ike was good 
enough for Eisenhower and Jack 
should be satisfactory.

NEW 
YORK 
(A P)—Witnesses 
differ concerning actual sighting 
of the crash of two airliners over 
Staten island the morning of Dec. 
16. 
Tile 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board 
Wednesday opened it* hearing into 
the worst disaster in aviation his­ 
tory—when a United Airlines DC8 
jet collided with a Trans W^rld 
Airlines Constellation. The cra.sh 
claim ed 136 lives, 128 aboard the 
planes and 8 on the ground. 
The TWA plane went down in 
flam es on the Arm y’s Miller Field, 
Staten Island, while the jet winged 
IO miles to the northeast before 
crashing into a Brooklyn neigh­ 
borhood. 
One eyewitness, Paul Kleinau, 
a Staten Island florist, testified he 
saw the jet streak through an over­ 
cast sky and strike the TWA craft 
with a “ trem endous noise.’ The 
rear of the TWA plane, Kleirau 
said, fell off and crashed at once, 
but the front engine-wing portion 
circled 
twice 
before 
spiraling 
down on Miller Field. 
Another witness, Sgt. Glenn F. 
Logsdon, on duty at Miller Field's 
control tower, testified there was 
“ definitely 
a 
solid overcast’ 
at 
the tim e of the crash. When he 
heard the sound of a crash, Logs­ 
don said, he looked up and “ saw 
a fireball inside the overcast” but 
could not see the planes because 
of the m urky skies.

CASABLANCA, Morocco (A P)—

meeting. 
In­ 
stead, the conference closed its 
doors to public and press after the 
king’s opening speech. 
The outlook was that N asser’s 
proposal would be finally turned

President Sekou Toure of 
Guinea and the open sympathy of 
the governm ent chiefs for Lum um ­ 
b a’s cause. 
The 
conference 
probably

agree on a resolution dem anding 
that the United Nations free Lu­ 
m um ba from prison and reinstate 
him as prem ier in LeopoldvMlo. 
N asser’s idea was for the five 
nations represented here withdraw

WASHINGTON (A P)—The Sen­ 
ate gets down to ordinary business 
today, with its usual fight over 
limiting filibusters still sim m ering 
on the back burner. 
The new Dem ocratic floor lead­ 
er, Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, Wednesday obtained unani­ 
mous consent for an agreem ent 
that senators can introduce bills 
and carry on norm al routine while 
th* debate on filibusters continues. 
Dem ocrats in the House in re ­ 
cess today, seem ed in no hurry to 
shake up their rules com m ittee, 
where a conservative coalition of 
Republicans and Southern Demo­ 
crats often has bottled up bills it 
doesn’t like. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn is report­ 
ed determ ined to put an end to 
the roadblock, even if it means 
purging Rep, William Colmer, D- 
Miss., and replacing him on the 
com m ittee with a liberal. But no 
showdown is in sight and a com ­ 
prom ise may be worked out. 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa., for­ 
m er m ayor of Philadelphia, said 
he is ready with legislation to cre­ 
ate a new Cabinet post of housing 
and urban affairs. 
President-elect John F. Kenne­ 
dy endorsed the idea of the new 
departm ent 
during 
the 
election 
campaign. 
Rpublican Senate le a d e r E ver­ 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois Wednes­ 
day threw his weight against lib­ 
eral forces that w ant a change in 
the rules to m ake it easier to halt 
a filibuster. 
Dirksen said he looks on the 
present setup as a weapon for 
minorities, and noted that his par­ 
ty is a minority in the Senate. 
Thus he joined forces with South­ 
ern Dem ocrats who plan to fight 
fang and claw against any change. 
They often have used filibusters 
to defeat civil rights legislation.

Dropping of Issue 
In U.N. Pondered 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y . (AP) 
The United States was expected 
to insist today that the U.N. Se­ 
curity Council drop—without for 
mal action—Fidel C astro’s charge 
that the U.S. 
governm ent plans 
to invade Cuba. 
The 11-nation council continues 
debate this afternoon on the Cu 
ban 
charge, 
which 
the 
United 
State* Wednesday called false and 
ridiculous. 
The U.S. position dim m ed the 
chances for council approval of 
a resolution subm itted by Chile 
and Ecuador calling on the United 
States and Cuba to settle their dif­ 
ferences by peaceful m eans. Cu­ 
ban Foreign M inister Haul Roa 
also told the council his govern­ 
ment is opposed to any negotia­ 
tions with the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration. 
U. S. officials said their govern­ 
ment felt the council would be 
giving too much im portance to the 
Cuban charges by adopting a res­ 
olution—no m atter how mild and 
conciliatory. 
The Cuban debate opened with a 
bitter exchange of accusations bo 
tween Cuba and the United States 
and with unusual tension both in­ 
side the council cham ber and out­ 
side U N. headquarters. The de 
bate was accom panied by heck­ 
ling of the speakers by pro-Castro 
and 
anti-Castro 
dem onstra ors 
and by clashes at the U.N. en­ 
trance. 
U.S. 
Am bassador 
Jam es 
J. 
Wadsworth blasted the Castro re­ 
gime in two speeches, each ac­ 
cusing the Cuban leader of turn 
ing Cuba into a center for Com­ 
munist subversion in the W estern 
Hemisphere. 
Roa claimed to have evidence 
that the United States is planning 
an attack within a few days. He 
said the U.S. decision to break re­ 
lations with Cuba will “ precipitate 
the aggression.”

With mid - year school examinations 
looming, many a troubled teenager faces 
a decision whether to continue his educa­ 
tion. Such a decision will not be difficult 
for those who familiarize them selves with 
the easily available record. 
The U. S. Department of Labor has re­ 
cently added to it by a survey of the em­ 
ployment experiences of those who quit 
school early. One - third of all American 
high s c h o o l students drop out before 
they finish that phase of their secondary 
schooling. 
This survey leaves no doubt that those 
who drop out. with rare exceptions, earn 
less, have to take less skilled jobs, are ad­ 


vanced less rapidly and are among the 
first to be dropped off the payroll in hard 
tim es. 
That is the situation today. It will be 
more adverse for the drop - outs in the fu­ 
ture, when the labor force will need more 
skills. It is a mighty poor swap for the tem­ 
porary advantage of a job.

Civil W ar Leaders Spurn 
All Reasonable Discussion 


Editor’s Note—Reasonable dis­ 
cussion and compromise had been 
spurned by the Congress, the con­ 
ventions, the people. Now the is­ 
sue was changing and a decision 
which would affect the lives of 
30 million Americans passed by 
default as 1860 ended to a pair 
of obscure officers. In the third

By BRUCE CATTON 
Written for The Associated Press 
instead of any compromise, the 
election of Abraham Lincoln in 
1860 was followed by the secession 
of 
a 
number of the 
Southern 
states. 
At least in the beginning, the 
act of secession was much more 
a political maneuver than a really 
warlike gesture. It was a means 
of putting on the political heat. 
The tragedy was that it evoked 
a defiant reaction in tho North— 
and, at the same time, changed 
the fundamental issue trom the 
simple question of slavery, about 
which neither side was ready to 
fight, into a question of Union 
about which a great many people 
would fight.

Lincoln’s 
election 
Con­ 
gress and the country had a little 
more than five months to settle 
things. These months were whol­ 
ly wasted. Efforts were indeed 
made, in and out of Congress, to 
work out a compromise, but they 
failed completely—chiefly because 
nobody really wanted to compro­ 
mise. The machinery of democra­ 
cy, still available, went unused. 
There were no real debates; there 
w’as a great deal of oratory ,-nd 
there was much editorializing, but

NEW YORK (A P )—Steel labor 
and management sit down today 
to tackle a problem that plagues 
not only tile industry' but also fed­ 
eral and local authorities and bus­ 
iness in general. 
In human terms ifs the prob­ 
lem of joblessness and short weeks 
that affect the families of thou­ 
sands both in and out of the mills. 
In terms of dollars it’s th* prob­ 
lem of slipping sales and profits 
of the companies, of their sup­ 
pliers, of those who sell ti 
jt 
serve the steel workers. 
In the field of governments ifs 
the problem of jobless and otr.er 
social benefits, and lower tax re­ 
ceipts. 
In the broader scene the trou­ 
bles in steel tinge the outlook of 
the whole economy, since so much 
depends on the health of this basic 
industry’. 
The expectation at the start of 
1961 is for slowly rising steel out­ 
put but whether this will bring 
immediate 
re-employment 
isnt 
certain. 
The expected slow *ise in steel 
output as 1961 continues—much of 
the increase doubtless in tho lat­ 
ter part of the year — wi»l still 
leave the profit picture in doubt. 
Wage scales have risen recently, 
squeezing profit margins further 
and offsetting at least in part the 
rise in productivity. 
And the steel industry is still 
up against 
growing competition 
from other materials in several 
of its best markets, as well as 
the successful hunt of many steel 
users for ways to cut down on the 
amount of steel needed in their

Ohio (A P) — The 
Bureau of Unemployment Compen­ 
sation is trying to determine the 
current status of 56.(XX) Ohioans 
who exhausted their jobless bene 
fits during the first ll months of 
1960. 
The project, in survey form, is 
to go to the legislature, which will 
use the information in its Consid­ 
eration of extending benefits to 
those whose payments have been 
exhausted. 
BUC Administrator Donald B 
Leach said the statewide survey 
w’ill be made through question­ 
naires mailed out to individuals 
whose 
Social 
Security 
numbers 
end in “ 5,” and whose benefits 
ran out between Jan. I and Nov. 
30, 1960. 
Only a few yes” and “ no” ans­

My beleaguered com­ 
panion and I were getting bona 
fide Ohio driver licenses. It was 
no simple task. 
The Ohio Departm ent of High­ 
way Safety and its enforcement 
arm, 
the 
Highway 
Patrol, 
arc 
many 
things—efficient, 
industri­ 
ous and intelligent. They ire also 
hopelessly undermanned and un­ 
equipped when it comes to issuing 
a drivers’ license. And they’’*® the 
first to admit it. 
We were given our tests in a 
dingy little bungalow, much too 
small for the group of people it 
holds. F.xaminers. under the pres­ 
sure of time and completely out­ 
numbered, were forced to abandon 
common courtesies for an efficient 
gruffness, often mistaken for rude 
ness. 
Last June a new law went into 
effect 
requiring 
all 
unlicensed 
drivers and drivers with expired 
licenses to take a "pre-examina 
tion." This examination is written 
and visual. You are issued a d a rn ­ 
er permit which allows you to 
drive only with a licensed driver. 
It is valid for six months 
But, before your learner s per­ 
mit is valid, you must find a de­ 
puty registrar who will issue your 
preliminary license. This entails a 
small fee of 75 cents and a seem­ 
ingly unnecessary trip to another 
part of town. All 500 deputy regis­ 
trars in Ohio seem scattered as 
far away as possible from the 
Highway Patrol offices. 
Next step in the process is your 


driver’s license which you may ob­ 
tain anytime after your visit to the 
deputy registrar. Some 25-40 per 
cent of the pre-ex a mined group 
never return for the driving test. 
Because of the volume of people 
taking the examination, you are 
usually required to call your test­ 
ing bureau and make an appoint­ 
ment. While the written exam ina­ 
tion is comparatively simple, the 
actual driving exam is a difficult 
thing. The Highway Patrol wants 
to cut down on the number of ac­ 
cidents, and they're making pro­ 
gress. 
As you drive around the block 
making left hand turns, right hand 
turns and properly observing stop 
signs, the instructor tells you to 
park your car at a designated 
area It isn t easy, and according 
to High Patrol Supt. S. B. Rad­ 
cliffe, most people can't do it cor­ 
rectly. 
If you fail the final test, you have 
four more chances, then you must 
wait 
one 
year before you try 
again. 
Last year 510.000 Ohioans took 
the exam and 177,000 failed it. 
If you pass, your license will 
be good for three years and will 
expire on your birthday. Should 
you fail to renew it within six 
months, history will repeat itself 
and you'll start with the preexam ­ 
ination. 
Before you can use the license, 
you return to the deputy-registrar 
who. for a slightly larger fee of 
Si, will give you a license—good 
until 
y o u r 
permanent 
license 
reaches you. 
Supt. Radcliffe and C. W. Ayers. 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles regis­ 
trar. both a g r e e that central is­ 


suance of drivers license w«u,d be 
a good idea—providing the cost 
isn’t prohibitive. The conpenss- 
tion could come from increasing 
the cost of a license from a total 
of $1.75 to a slightly higher fee. 
It would, at least, eliminate two 
seemingly useless trips to the de­ 
puty registrar. An applicant could 
then obtain the essentials of the 
written examination and driving 
test in just two visits to the same 
offices, instead of the present ex­ 
tra two o additional offices. The 
Ohio Legislature can change the 
law.

spread-out methods of licensing, 
but 
they

about the difficulty of the tests. 
Ayers said the complaints are a 
good 
thing—"People 
will 
know

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — The 
so-called “bible of i n d u s t r y ’ is 
back on the market, and the state 
Industrial 
Relations 
Departm ent 
figures it will be a best seller 
again this year. 
Officially, the book is called the 
“Directory 
of 
Ohio 
Manufactur­ 
ers.” It lists almost 12.500 Ohio 
manufacturers by nam e, products 
or county location. 
Margaret Mahoney, state indus­ 
trial relations director, says busi­ 
nessm en all over the United States 
and in other nations, order and 
use the book. 
The Industrial Relations Depart­ 
ment sells it through its Division 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 
(Room 
812, 
Ohio 
Departments 
Building. 
Co­ 
lum bus). Even though the charge 
is just to m eet printing costs, it 
has gone up a dollar this year to 
$5. 
Last year. the department had 
4.000 copies printed and had to run 
off another 750 to meet the d e­ 
mand. This tim e. 4.250 have been 
printed, and officials think an ad­ 
ditional press run probably will be 
necessary. 
The first directory appeared in 
1929. and it has come out annually 
since 1946 with the exception of 
1952. The information is compiled

CINCINNATI (A P) — Ifs cold 
down the Ohio Valley now. hut 
under the Ohio River if s warm 
plenty warm. 
Muscular construction 
workers 
clad in light clothing plod through 
shallow muddy puddles, perspira 
tion streaking their faces. 
Seventy feet above them , snow­ 
flakes disappear in the wind w hip 
ped waters of the Ohio River. 
Warmed by the heat of the earth 
around them, 
the 
w orkers 
will 
soon complete a 3,000-foot tunnel 
under the river at nearby Cali­ 
fornia. 
The tunnel is part of a $6.7 m il­ 
lion expansion program to meet 
the water requirem ents of this 
growing residential and industrial 
area for the next half century 
Blasting operations in the tunnel 
ended 
last 
M arch. 
Since 
then, 
work crews have been lining ti e 
passage with a vast ring of con­ 
crete, with one-foot thick walls. 
The ring now stretches almost the 
entire length of the tunnel. 
When complete, the passage will 
be sealed off until spring. A heavy 
metal plug, to he lodged in the 
intake shaft, will rem ain in place 
until removed by a diver nex* 
year. 
During the w inter months, work 
will be centered in the pump sa- 
tion pit situated on the Ohio shore 
about 1,600 feet from the river 
edge. 
The new project is separated 
from the system now in use ny 
50 years of engineering progress. 
For instance: 
The new tunnel is lined with 
concrete, 
w’hile 
the 
old 
water 
works intake passage was com ­ 
posed of two rings of bricks welded 
by cement. 
The 
huge 
caisson 
which 
will 
house powerful pumps is mad,? of 
concrete, while the present pump 
station stands above a caisson con­ 
structed of w-ood and masonry. 
During excavation, a diesel-pow­ 
ered railroad was used to haul 
dislodged rock. Mules pulled the 
cars during the project at the turn 
of the century. 
The w ater intake will be sub­ 
merged in the river. The intake 
now in use was built in a tower 
like structure which juts out of 
1 1? river and is connected to land 
by a bridge. 
Unlikely as it may seem. the 
work c r e w s encountered little 
w ater trouble during 
round-the- 
clock digging under the river Gus 


D auner, who is supervising the 
work, term ed the tunnel "one of 
the driest we have ever had.” 
He said, "The only w ater we 
had was what we brought down 
to settle dust after blasting.” 
The 
passage 
was 
blasted 
in 
sh o t of 175 pounds of dynam ite 
each. A single shot shook loose 
a cylinder of rock eight feet long 
and 13 feet in diam eter. In all, 
17.500 cubic yards of rock cam e 
out. 
Project engineers, using plumb 
lines suspended from the surface 
through sm all vertical shafts kept 
the tunnel on course, The final j 
shot opened a hole almost exactly I 
on the m ark where the tunnel ; 
meets the intake pit. 
Ventilation, much improved over 
the years, 
was 
most 
important 
during b l a s t i n g . 
Large fans 
created 
a circular draft during 
norm al work, but were reversed j 
after each blast to push out acrid 
fumes rapidly. 


Concrete for lining w as forced 
down pipes from the surface and 
blown between wooden fram es. 
The tunnel is IO feet in diam eter.

ele-tric 
pum ps will enable the system to 
draw 240 million gallons of w ater 
from the river daily. 
Four pumps will be installed in 
the caisson next year.

Thom as M. 
Pederson, 
D istrict 
D irector of the Im m igration and 
N aturalization Service today urg­ 
ed all aliens in Ohio and Kentucky 
who have not yet filled out alien 
aldress report form s, to do so be­ 
fore January 31 at the nearest Im ­ 
migration Service office or local 
Post Office. 
The Im m igration official pointed 
out that the law requires all non­ 
citizens to report their address to 
the Government each Jan u ary , ex­ 
cept persons in diplom atic status, 
foreign representatives to certain 
international 
organizations, 
such 
as the United Nations, and aliens 
here tem porarily as 
agricultural 
contract laborers. 
Pederson added. "The parent or 
legal guardian of an alien child un­ 
der 14 years of age m ust fill out 
the address report form for such 
child in order to comply with the 
law .” 
He declared, “ We have tried to 
m ake it as convenient as possible 
for non - citizens to m eet the ad­ 
dress report requirem ents; and, in 
view of serious penalties for will­ 
ful violation, all persons subject 
to the address report law are u rg­ 
ed to fulfill this obligation before 
the end of Jan u ary .” 
Pederson advised: “ It 
is easy 
for an alien to meet this require­ 
m ent. He just goes to the nearest 
Im m igration Serv ice office or Post 
Office, fills out the address reoort 
form , and returns it to the clerk. 
Any non-citizen 
who is 
ill 
m ay 
send a friend or relative to obtain 
the card for him. and return it to 
the clerk after it has been com plet­ 
ed by the alien,” stated Pederson.

IDAHO 
FALLS, Idaho (A P)— 
N uclear experts gingerly probed 
within a silo-shaped building to- 
lay, seeking the cause—and n a­ 
ture—of an atom ic reactor explo­ 
sion that killed three young serv­ 
icemen. 
They were ham pered by radio­ 
activity so dangerously high that 
each could safely rem ain inside 
the structure little more than a 
minute. 
The dam aged reactor was deep 
inside the m etal-sheathed building. 
So, too, were the bodies of two 
of its victim s: It was too danger­ 
ous to try to recover them. The 
third body was removed within 
minutes of the explosion Tuesday 
night. 
It was the first fatal accident 
in the history of this country's 
atom ic energy program . 
The blast occurred on the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission’s spraw l­ 
ing, half-million acre National Re­ 
actor Testing Station in eastern 
Baho, about 40 miles west of this 
city of 34,000. AEC officials as­ 
sured the public the radiation was 
confined to the building area and 
w asn't even dangerous elsewhere 
on the station. 
Before the experts could find 
out precisely w hat happened, they 
had to find a way of plugging the 
leaks 
in 
the 
reactor's 
heavy- 
sheathing—leaks 
that 
perm itted 
the deadly radiation to spew into 
the building surrounding the core. 
The AEC said all three victim s’ 
bodies showed the effects of se­ 
vere 
explosion, 
indicating 
they 
were killed by the blast rather 
than by radiation. 
But the building, from outside, 
appeared undam aged. 
The 
AEC 
was silent about what dam age of­ 
ficials found inside. In W ashing­ 
ton, AEC C hairm an John A. Mc­ 
Cone prom ised the facts "will be 


m ade available as they are es 
tablished.” 
Best guesses were th at some 
kind of chemical explosion rup­ 
tured the reactor’s nuclear core 
and released the radiation. It was 
fairly certain there was no nucle­ 
ar explosion of the type released 
by an atomic bomb. 
Two of the dead w ere Army 
men—Spec. 5 John A. Byrnes, 27. 
and Spec. 4 Richard L. McKinley, 
22, both living in Idaho F alls with 
their wives. The third w as Navy 
electrician Richard C. L e g g, 26, 
of Roscommon. Mich. Byrnes for­ 
m erly lived in Utica, N.Y., and 
McKinley in Kenton, Ohio.
